New Delhi, the 17th January, 1997 

F. No. 1/7/I26/96-97/PC. II :—In exercise of the powers conferred under paragraph 16 of the Export and Import 
Policy, 1992-97, as amended, the Director General of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following amendments in the Hand Book 
af Procedures (Vol. 1 ), 1992-97 (Revised Edition : March, 1996), 

2. I. In Chapter VII, under Duty Exemption Scheme, after paragraph 123 (if) thereof, the following new sub-paragraph 

shall be added namely : 

123 (iii) In exceptional cases, where a duty free licence holder is unable to give the enhancement in fob 
value of export obligation in the same proportion, on bona-fide and genuine grounds, the ALC 
may consider such requests for enhancement in the cif value of a quantity based advance licence, 
provided that the value addition after such enhancement does not fall below the stipulated 
minimum value addition laid down in para 60 of the Policy,, and also provided that there is no 
change in the input-output norms, and the Policy in accordance with which the licence was issued. 
II. In Chapter VII under Duty Exemption Scheme, the paragraph 124 and 125 shall be amended in the manner indicated 

below 

(a) In paragraph 124 thereof, the last sentence of the said paragraph shall be deleted and the following sentence shall be 
added at the end of the said paragraph, namely:— 

"Any request (s) for extension in export obligation period made beyond two months after the expiry of export obligation 
period would ordinarily be liable to be rejected by the concerned Regional Licensing Authority or Hqrs. office of 
DGFT as the case may be. However, in special cases, request (s) received for extension in export obligation period 
after the expiry of two months from the date of expiry of export obligation period can be considered, on merits, by 
ALC, where sufficient grounds for delay in submission of application is found to exist on furnishing of information 
by the 1 icence hoJ der." 

(b) In paragraph 125 thereof, the last sentence of the said paragraph shall be deleted and the following sentence 
shall be added at the end of the said paragraph, namely :— 

"Any request (s) for revalidation made beyond two months after the date of expiry of validity period of the licence 
would ordinarily be liable to be rejected by the concerned regional Licensing authority or Hqrs. Office of DGFT as 
the case may be. However, in special cases request (s) received for reval idation after the expiry of two months from 
the date of expiry of validity period of the licence can be considered, on merits, by ALC, where sufficient grounds 
for delay in submission of application is found to exist on furnishing of information by the licence holder, "
